PARIS, Jume 5.—On the hard courts of 
the St. Cloud Tennis Club Mrs. Molla. 
Bjurstedt Mallory challenged Suzanne 
Lenglen today for the championship of 
the world. It was the first time that 
the young French girl has. been serious- 
ly challenged since she ‘grew up, but 
Mrs. Mallory, America’s best woman 
player, was beaten in two straight sets, 
6-2, 6-3. 

Afterward when THE NEw York 
TIMES correspondent asked her what she 
thought. of her opponent, Molla replied 
frankly. -‘‘She is just the steadiest 
player that ever was,’’ said Mrs. Mal- 
lory. ‘‘She just sent back at me what- 
ever I sent at her and ‘waited for me to 
make a fault.” 

That is a trué desbiiption of the 
game. Several times Mrs. Mallory was 
‘outplayed. Almost, if -not quite, as fre- 
quently, she outplayed her opponent. But 
she lost because while she gained many 
points Mlle. Lenglen rarely did'‘lose one. 
The American’s. volley would end igno- 
miniously in the net, while the French 
woman’s never, or scarcely ever, failed 
to reach the other court. ; 

‘“‘ And her returns often enough were 
harder than the shots I sent up to her,”’ 
Mrs. Mallory added, and this was true, 
too. This Frénch girl who is so amazingly 
accurate can also hit as hard most 
men who believe themselves to be of 
championship standard. 


French Star Studies Rival. 


Today's game was just as Mrs. Mal- 
lory has described it—a long psychologi- 
cal study. Suzanne has been watching 
the American champion all week and 
knew that if she left her alone Mrs. Mal- 
lory would defeat herself. Thus she be- 
gan the first game. She let Mrs. Mal- 
lory go quietly for two.or three shots 
across the net, then she began to hurry 
her, and the end was at once apparent. 
The American woman began to get rat- 
tled and her drives finished up in the 
net. At the fourth game the matter had 
become interesting. The score was 2—1 
in favor of Mile. Lenglen, and Mrs. Mal- 
lory made a tremendous effort to equal- 
ize. She won the first two points and 
the game went to deuce. Then Mlle. 
Lenglen won the advantage. With one 
of the finest returns of the game Mrs, 
Mallory equalized. But three times more 
she lost the advantage. The rallies were 
long and both women were playing with 
care as well as skill. Im the end it was 
one of the few times the American wo- 
man really outplayed her rival. With 
two magnificent shots she got the lead 
and made the games 2 all. 

It was, alas, her last effort. Suzanne 
gave her only one point in the next two 
games and the set ended in a crushing 
défeat. ‘The next get was the same. In 
the third game the French girl's sandal 
began to give her trouble, and after- 


ward she declared she was not playing 
her best because her feet were slipping 
inside her sandals. But from the view- 
point of the fans, there was little to com-

PLUNGES 10 DEATH 
‘LOOPING AIR LOOP’ 


Airplane; Upside Down, Crashes 
1,000 Feet to the Ground 
Near Curtiss Field. 


FALL DUE TO LOOSE STRAPS 


Aviatrix Believed to Have Lost 
Touch With Controls by Not 
Being Held in Seat. 


(CRUSHED UNDER WRECKAGE 


Young Man Who Had Escorted Her 
to Field Faints—She Recently 
Broke Flying Record.

MINEOLA, L, I., June 5.—Miss Laura 
Bromwell, foremost American aviatrix 
and holder of the loop the loop and 
speed records for women, was instantly 
killed here this afternoon when she lost 
control of a single seat Canadian air- 
plane, in which she was flying, and fell 
from a height of more than 1,000 feet. 

True to her frequently expressed. pre- 
\monition, Miss-Bromwell went to death 
in an attempt to perform what had be- 
come Her specialty and what she had 
done successfully thousands of times. 
Miss Bromwell, who had been in the 
air about twelve minutes, had com- 
pleted one loop with. safety and preci- 
sion, and had swung half way through 
another, when something went wrong. 

Her airplane, upside down, seemed to 
‘the hundreds of persons watching her 
to falter in its smooth glide. ‘Like a 
falling leaf it fluttered downward, up- 
side down, and slowly at first. Gather- 
ing speed, the airplane sideslipped, flut- 
tered upside. down again, sideslipped 
again and crashed into the ground a 
short distance from Clinton Road on the 
outskirts of Garden City, a mile south 
of Curtiss Field and only a short dis- 
tance from the factory ‘of the Curtiss 
Moetor Corporation. 

Fall Ascribed to Loose Straps. 


Miss Bromwell, whe was crushed un- 
der the wreckage, was badly mutilated. 
Examination showed that the control 
wires were intact, and witnesses of the 
accident agreed that the motor had béen 
running when the aurplane began to fall; 
and probably continued to run until the 
crash. . 

The most plausible explanation of the 
accident was that, unused to the ar- 
rangement of straps in Canadian air- 
planes, Miss Bromwell had not strapped’ 
herself in tightly enough and fell away 
from her seat sufficiently to lose touch 
with the foot controls when the airplane 
was upside down. Evidence-to support 
this theory was found in the fact that 
the cushion on which she had been sit- 
ting slipped from beneath her and fell 
upon the roof of the Curtiss factory. It 
was said that this could not have hap- 
pened if she had been strapped tightly 
in her seat. 

Miss Bromwell, who was only twenty- 
three years old, obtained her pilot's 
license two years ago., Her most re- 
markable feat was accomplished on May 
15 last on Curtiss Field when she looped 
the loop 199 times and flew at a. speed 
of 135 miles an hour in an Ansaldo 
airplane. Both performances estab- 
Hshed new records for women flyers. 

Miss Bromwell had been flying three 
or four times a week at Curtiss Field 
recently, s0 no apprehension was felt 
when she mountéd the single seat of an 
airplane of the Canadian JN-4 type. 
She was dressed in the uniform of a 
lieutenant of the aviation section of the 
New York Police Reservés and waved 
her hand gayly to three or four hundred 
spectators, as she took off. 

Waiting much longer in beginning to 
loop than had been her custom, Miss 
Bromwell circled about the field a 


dozen times, spiraled and_ sideslipped, 
with the spectators watching her move- 
ments. She had been in the air for 
néarly twelve minutes, when her air- 
plane eipied sesh ehl at the begin- 
ning is er first loop.

DENVER, June 5.—Denver itself is 
threatened with a destructive flood. 
Swollen by the rains df the last thirty- 
six hours, the Platte River is constantly 
rising and scores of families along. the 
stream were making preparations this 
morning to flee for their lives, . 

Since 7 o’clock yesterday morning 
the river, which already had. broken 
through its banks in a dozen places, 
has risen. fourteen inches, according to 
the gauge at the power plant of the 
Denver Gas and Electric Company at 
West Thirtenth Avenue and Zuni Street. 
Since midnight the water rose two 
inches and there is no indication that 
it will recede as long as the rains here 
and at more distant points continue. 

In a number of places women and chil- 

dren have joined the men in throwing 
up sand and cinder embankments to pre- 
vent: the river..from breaking over its 
already strained banks. 
Mayor Bailey. and other city officials 
who, since yesterday morning, had beert 
devoting - “their attention to ~felief 
measures for Pueblo, today were. com- 
pelled to- focus their attention on the 
local situation, which, according to ad- 
missions made in the Mayor’s office this 
morning, ‘is decidedly alarming."’ 

Residents in the neighbornood of the 
rivers on Yuma, Zuni and adjacent 
streets, between Eighth and Thirteenth 
Ayenues West, are in the gravest 
danger. 

Yesterday morning before the Platte 
waters had reached to within a foot of 
their present high level a number of 
back .yards were being flooded, fences 
and barns were being washed away and 
in numerous places the bank threatened 
to break under unprecedented pressure.

Government and Colorado Delega- 
tion Working In the Dark in 
Organizing Help.

WASHINGTON, June.5.—An addition- 
al appropriation of $50,000 for relief 


was authorized tonight by the American 
National Red Cross. A-similar sum\was 
authorized last night. Today’s action 
followed the receipt by thé Red Cross 
of a telegram from its Pueblo chapter 
indicating that the situation was grow- 
ing\more desperate. 

The telegram-to the Red Cross, signed 

by former Representative John F. Keat- 
ing, Chairman of the Pueblo Red Cross 
Chapter, read as follows: 
g ‘* Water supply is out of commission, 
and will require ten days to repair. Gas 
and electric light systems are in similar 
condition. Deaths will probably reach 
500, and may easily total 1,000. Prop- 
erty damage is from $10,000,000 to $15,- 
nQ00, 000. Absence of water must produce 
very dangerous insanitary conditions. 

‘‘There is pressing and immediate 
need for $50,000 in cash for disbursal by 
the Pueblo chapter. We need 500 tents 
and equipment for 1,500 tents, including 
bedding, cots, cooking utensils, oil 
stoves, &c. In addition, blankets and 
bedding are needed for 1,000 people liv- 
ing with friends.

WASHINGTON, June 5.—Secretary 
Weeks has issued orders to the ‘heads of 
all branches of the army, calling for 
the elimination of officers who do not 
measure up to military standards of ef- 
ficiency.. Under the instructions, offi- 
cers who cannot give. satisfaction in one 
branch: of the service will be tried out 
in some othér, and those who fail to 
measure up to standard. in any of the 
positions to which they are assigned will 
becqmé subject to discharge or retire- 
ment on small pay under the provisions 
of a recent: law. i 

In an explanatory statement the War 
Department said: 

“The basic principle ‘in making as- 
signments is to have the right officer 
in the right place, The best interests 
of the ‘service should always be para- 
mount in deciding this question, and it 
usually requires a study of the officer's 
whole record to determine. it. 

‘‘An officer receives his basic train- 
ing in the branch in which he is com- 
missioned and must be fit for duty in 
his branch in peace and war. Should he 
not show fitness for any branch, then 
his. casé should be brought to the at- 
tention of the annual classification 
board. 

‘There is now a@ law providing for the 
elimination of inefficient officers, and 
the blame must rest entirely upon the 
army if- we retain this class of officer on 
active duty.’’ 


Many Officers Appeal. 


The new orders issued by Secretary 
Weeks may serve to bring to a head a 
situation that has existed ever since the 
War Department began under, the recent 
law to eliminate officers-accused of be- 
ing unfit. Under this law many officers 
have been placed on the retired list, or 
dropped from the service. The cases of 
some of them are pending in the civil- 
courts and others have appealed to the 
President to, examine the ‘evidence on 
which they have been dropped from 
active service, 

There is little likelihood that any of 
those who have appealed will obtain 
reinstatement, as the disposition appears 
to be to sustain the action of the Mili- 
tary Board which has final disposition. 
In -the civil court/ pfoceedings the main 
point involved is the right exercised by 
pacar ped Baker during the’ illnéss’ of 
President Wilson, of directing the: dis- 
charge or retirement of officers. It is 
contended by. the appellants that only 
the President has this right. The Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
District of Columbia has sustained this 
contention and the issue will be carried 
to the Supreme Court of the United 
States,

degree of injustice is found in: the re- 
tirement or discharge of officers ac- 
quitted by courts of inquiry. 

When an officer's record is found by 
a-.board of officers to be below stan- 
dard, he is informed of the finding and 
has the option of asking for a court of 
inquiry, or, as the board directs, of be- 
ing discharged or going on what is 
known as the Class B retirement list, 
where the pay is so small that in some 
cases it is not enough to enable an of- 
ficer to obtain the necessities of life.

States Fidelity and Guaranty Company 
of Baltimore; Md., to recover on de- 
pository bonds issued by the companies 
to the Seneca Fire Insurance Company 
and. the New York Natfonal Insurance 
Company, both of Buffalo.

‘It is the opinion of the Federai Re- 
serve Board,’ he said, ‘‘ that the coun- 
try is' approaching a new crop season 
with underlying conditions far. sounder 
than they were a year ago. While 
there are stiil large amounts of staple 
products being -carried over, financed 
partly on bank credit, the reserves of 
the twelve Federal Reserve Banks com- 
binéd are nearly 40 per cent. - higher 
than they were at this time last year, 
standing at about 57.5 per aent. as 
against 42 per cent. There is no ground 
for apprehension regarding the’ ability 
of the banks to meet the requirements 
of both agriculture and industry.’ 

“The Feaeral Reserve system now 
holds the largest amount of gold in 
its entire history, more than $2,400,000,- 
000, and the inflow from other. countries 
still continucs. .While the loans and 
invested assets of the Federal Reserve 
Banks have been reduced since the peak 
on Nov. 5 last by more than $1,000,000,- 
000 most of this liquidation has come 
about in an orderly and natural way.”

He said it had been thorough- 
ly tested before Miss Bromwell used it. 
Miss Bromwell, whose home was in 
Cincinnati, was the first woman to ob- 
tain a pilof’s license since the war, one 
having been issued to her in 1919. She 
has had a number of minor accidents, 
being forced to descend once when her 
airplane caught fire. In 1920 she suc- 
ceeded in looping the loop eighty-seven 
times, a record she nearly doubled in 
her more recent achievement, 
Recently Miss Bromwel] expressed to a 
TIMES reporter her belief that she would 
meet death as a result of an accident 
in the air. She was considered a care- 


ful and experienced flyer, but was 
known to have a distaste for too tight 
straps, on-the ground that they im- 
peded her movements.

William T, Tilden 24 ‘has established 
himself as one of the greatest tennis 
players of all time. For several years 
past he has been recognized as a master 
of the racquet. For years he has made 
a close study of the game and has per- 
fected a style of play that leaves_little 
if any room for improvement. When 


he won the world’s grass-court cham- 
plonship it did not greatly surprise those 


who had closely followed his-work. It 
was known and generally conceded that 
he possessed great ability. And now he 
has proved his versatility by winning 
the hard-court championship of the 
world. 

When Tilden invaded France with his 
latest title as the objective of his visit 
he carried the unqualified confidence of 
American tennisdom. Even Europeans 
admitted that he probably would emerge 
with the laurel draped on his\ racquet. 
There were few ténnis enthusiasts who 
doubted for an instant that Tilden would 
encompass the championship if he was 
able to maintain his best form through- 
out the tournament. It was simply a 
question of whether or not hé would be 
capable of. the sustained effort that 
would be necessary to batter down all 

opposition. In other words, it was a 
question of whether Tilden would suc- 
ceed in not défeating himself by a seri- 
ous lapse of -his st form. Tien 
suffered no such lapses, and the Pp sult 
was as expected. 

There were few, however, who believed 
that Tilden would wade through his 
opponents in the easy fashion that was 
a feature of his playing. Those who 
were present at Cloud during his 
m es are agreed that at no time was 
the American extended to the limit of 
his ability. This occasioned surprise, 
or the opinion obtained prtor to the 
start of the tournament that Tilden 
would find his work cut out for him 
and that he would be called upon to 
play all the tennis of which he is 
capable. It was Hgured that his all-

FRANCE’S SALES TAX AND OURS. 

Because the. receipts from the 
French sales tax are disappointing, 
it is argued, the sales tax 
would be bad for the United States. 
Those making this argument are in- 
vited to consider that the yield of our 
own taxes has declined during the 
current fiscal year $560,000,000. The 
state of trade is an explanation of the 
disappointing tax yield in both France 
andthe United States, irrespective of 
the merits of the taxes in either coun- 
try. The sales tax is not the only tax 
which disappoints the French tax col- 
lectors, and it disappoints them for 
reasons different from those\which ex- 
plain the deficiency in our taxes. Our 
taxes in the high brackets show a 
diminishing yield because the rich 
escape by lawful means provided for 
them. There are no like exemptions 
provided foc the escape of the French, 
taxpayers, but the tax is evaded by 
the simple process of not collecting it. 
According to our cablegram, only one- 
third of those who should pay the 
business tax do pay it; there are po- 
litical reasons for not. asking the farm- 
ers to pay the tax levied on the cities. 
That is an indictment of the French 
system of taxation, not of the sales 
tax in particular. 

“There is a like difficulty here. It 
appears in tenderness for farmers also, 
but more particularly for wagé earn- 
ers. The sales tax is represented to 
them as ‘‘ iniquitous-’’ by The Feder- 
ationist, because it is alleged that it is 
meant to take the place of, the excess 
profits tax, and thus to shift the bur- 
den from the rich to the poor. The 
excess profits tax does not burden the 
rich because there are now no excess 
profits, and the) tax is levied on a 
vacuum. When. the excess profits tax 
is collected it is shifted into the prices 
ot goods, and the poor pay it without 
knowing it.. The sales tax is politi- 
cally weakened by one of its merits— 
that those who pay it are aware of it, 
and thus have a reason for watching 
how taxes are levied, collected and 
disbursed. The reason for finding sub- 
stitutes for the excess profits and in- 
come surtaxes is that they no longér 
support the Treasury and cannot be 
made to support it by any improve- 
ment of ¢ollection. There is no objec- 
tion to adopting a better tax than the 
sales tax, but none better ts suggested.

THE STATE BONUS BONDS. 

The constitutionality of the issue of 
not ‘more than $45,000,000 of 5 per 
cent. serial bonds for the payment of 
a bonus to soldiers and sailors, pro- 
vided by the act of May 21, 1920, and 
authorized by the people at the gen- 
eral election in November, 1920, was 
questioned last January by Mr. James 
M.. DEAN, a Jamestown lawyer. He 
wrote Attorney General NEwTon that 
the> proposed grant seemed to be in 
direct, conflict with Section 1, Article 
VH., of the State Constitution: 

The credit of the Staté shall not in 
any manner be, given or loaned to or 
in aid of any individual, association or 
corporation. 
In reply the Attorney General took 

the ground which he still holds. He 
would bé ‘‘ reluctant,” he said, ** to 
‘*‘ render an opinion to the effect that 
‘‘a law, adopted by a majority. of 
‘« 781,648 votes of the people, is un- 
‘* constitutional, 
‘‘sumption of constitutionality _ to 
‘* which legislative enactments are en- 
‘* titled, and the fact that it is one of 
‘“my duties to defend the ‘constitu- 
‘‘ tionality of statutes.” That is part 
of his duty, certainly. The courts al- 
ways seek to sustain the validity of 
statutes; but the expressed will of the 
people can cnly change the Constitu- 
tion by amendment. 

Bankers can’t afford to take any 
chances on the constitutionality of the 
bonds they are asked to bid for. Bids 
were to be offered next Thursday for 
the first $10,000,000 of the bonus

to be offered on the same day. It is 
unfortunate that the doubt exists, but 
a similar doubt has arisen in a num- 
ber of other States the legality of 
whose bonus bonds is still to be deter— 
mined by the courts; and in only one 
or two States have bonus bond issues 
yet been sold. 

It is difficult to understand the posi- 
tion, said to be attributed by Con- 
troller WENDELL to the State officials, 


that only the State, through the Con-} 


troller and the Attorney General, can 
attack the validity of the bonds. Why 
can’t any taxpayer bring suit? At 
any rate, bonds with any cloud upon 
them can’t be sold. It is for every- 
body’s interest -that the Court of 
Appeals should pass upon their con- 
stitutionality, and the matter should 
be taken inte the courts and: expedited 
to a final decision. If the Bonus, act 
be sustained, the bonds can be sold 
easily. If it shouldn’t be sustained, 
doubtless some other form of provid- 
ing for the bonus without contraven- 
ing the Constitution can and will be 
found. 











DEFENSE OF THE PHILIPPINES. 

In the June number of the North 
American Review, | Rear Admiral 
Braptey A. Fiske (retired) argues 
for the defense of the Philippines by 
airplanes in addition ‘‘ to the usual 
weapons, especially submarines.” The 
chief dependence shouldbe, he thinks, 
upon a strong aviation corps. He 
brought such an idea to the attention 
of the General Board of the Navy as 
long ago as 1910, when-aviation was 
still in the experimental stage, but at 
that time he made few converts out- 
side of a group of progressive naval 
men, who, like ‘himself, had what is 
called ‘‘ vision.” Since those days of 
faith in the’ development of the air- 
plané it has become a weapon that 
threatens to destroy warships as well 
as fortified towns. It_is indispensable 
to the waging of war. 

Admiral FIsK5. assumes that, if pos- 
session of the archipelago passes to the 
Filipinos, it will still be necessary for 
United States to stand between 
them da “conquest by any Power. 
Japan is today -the only nation that 
could take the islands as at present de- 
fended by a comparatively small army 
of regulars and the native constabu- 
lary, with the co-operation of naval 
vessels. Looking at the value of the 
Philippines to us, Admiral Fisxe 
points out ‘‘ the nearness of Manila 
‘*to the vast undeveloped territories 
‘‘ of Eastern Asia,” and the fine bays 
and harbors: that could be used as a 
base of ‘commerciaj, operations. He

~ PERILS OF THE BLOCK PARTY. 

Over in Jersey City the scabrous 
head of sin has raised itself in what 
ought to have been the Eden of human 
brotherhood, the ‘‘ block party.’’ Per- 
sons with a misplaced confidence ih 
fallen humanity used to think that in 
the crowded city community feeling 
could be encoutaged, and the natural 
craving of the-young for innocent 
pleasure could be harmlessly gratified, 
by social meetings in which the whole 
neighborhood assembled to watch the 
young folks dancing in the street. 
Whatever modern evils might flourish 
in the dance hadls, nothing untoward 
could occur under the watchful eye of 
grandmother, baby sister and the talk- 
ative woman across the airshaft. 

But Jersey City moralists have al- 
ready discovered that the block party 
is usually distinguished by dancing as 


objectionable as any that could be seen | 


in the gilded tango parlor. Conditions 
are'so bad that the city officials are 
talking of having any block party sup- 
pressed by the police the moment a 
single couple begins to dance in a 
manner disagreeable to ‘the official 
sensibilities. This is very much like 
the German method of shooting the 
Mayor, the curé and all the village 
notables if a German officer happened 
to bark his shins on the village fire- 
plug, but perhaps it is hoped ‘that col- 
lective responsibility -will make each 
block’ keep itself pure. 

We doubt it. If hardened young) 
people transgress ,the rules of polite | 
dancing under the eyes of the whole} 
neighborhood, the neighborhood itself 
is largely at fault. The awful revela- 
tions from Jersey City prove only that 
there is no innocent pleasure, and that 
the human race can’t be trusted 1 alone 
with itself. When a proper ‘under- 
standing of this truth has reached the 
public, . politics will become a mere 
branch of penology.

Tendencies toward such a course have 
appeared in ‘the Supreme Council itaelf, 
and grave warnings against it have, been 
uttered from time to.time by men like 
Lord Robert Cecil and, others. © What 
these men have feared was that ‘our 
withdrawal from association with our 
former’ allies might give the reactionary 
forces in Europe an excuse to undermine 
the League by building up the Supreme 
Council. That the United States might 
return with the direct purpose of using 
the Supreme Council to kill the League 
was an idea which probably never oc- 
curred to them. : 

It is an idea that becomes tek more 
preposterous the’ more it is analyzed. 
Not only does it represent a situation 
opposed to the desires of an overwhelm- 
ing majority of all nations, whether 
already in the League or still outside, 
but it represents also a direct: teversal, 
of the one’ tangible statement far 
made’ by the President in regard to a 
new form of international co-operation. 
In ‘his inaugural address the President 
declared that “‘ manifestly the highest 
purpose of the League of Nations was 
defeated in linking it with the treaty of 
peace -and making it the enforcing 
agency of the victors of the War.” 
this be his chief objection to the League, 
what is then to be said of the Supreme 
Council or of an association growing 
out of it? 

The Supreme Council was and remains 
essentially a war institution. It made 
the treaties that marked the end of the 
war. It still exists for the sole pur- 
pose of supervising the enforcement of 
those treaties. It is by reason of its 
origin and purpose inevitably one-sided 
and partisan, designed to sustain the 
interests of one group of nations against’ 
those of another. group. It. can hardly 
be disinterested without failing the pur- 
pose for which it was created. An as- 
sdciation directly sprung from it must 
necessarily partake of thé nature of the 
Parent body to an extent far exceeding 


League. 

The issue at stake here is one of vital 
importance not only to us, but, in even 
greater degree, to all.the smaller na- 
tions: of the world. Their principal ob- 
jection to the League at the outset was 
that it represented to-too great an ‘ex- 
tent the power of a few great nations. 
The fear..voiced by them.from the start 
was that the. League might be made to 
serve the victorious treaty powers rather 


| than humanity. What caused them to 


put these fears aside was the possibility, 
contained in the Coyenant, of the 
League’s development into a really 
democratic: institution. What did most 
to reassure them was their experience 
at the first “Assembly meeting last De- 
cember, where, in spite of all: apparent 
concessions to the emergéncies ef the 
moment, the smaller nations proved 
their ability, within the limits of the 


tation evinced by the great powers. 
This then,.is the organization we are 
asked to discard in favor of one that 
must necessarily represent a lapse. into 
conditions much. worse than those pre- 
vailing before the World War, whan the 
very rivalry of two groups of great 
powers .of about equal strength. gave 
the smaller nations:a chance, however 
precarious, to maintain their rights and 
preserve their independence, Now there 
is no such balancing of force against 
force. The rivalry is ended. One group 
remains in uncontested supremacy. The 
one chance of the smaller nations is to 
unite against this group. For assistance 
in the ‘development of this chance they 
have looked to, us—the one great power 
in ‘the world credited with an \ appre- 
ciable degree of disinterestedness. ith 
us joined to the victors in the manher 
suggested by the Washington report 
mentioned above, their last hope would 
be gone—and with it would be gone ali 
hope. of genuine international co-opera- 
‘tion, and of the abolishment of the 
world’s ancient evils by concerted volun- 
tary action on the part of all natio 
It is impossible to believe that 
is what te agg pow Harding and.

The Convention was thrown into a 
turmoil late tonight when State Senator 
Nathan Straus Jr. of New York, report- 
ing his proceedings in drawing upa pro- 
posed peace agreement between officers 
of the world organization and the Amer- 
ican Fedaration, declared that he 
asked Samuel Untermyer, who also 
acted as intermediary, whether the 
Palestine fund was to be used solely for 
Palestine or whether it was to be used 
outside of Palestine.

WAY TO STOP RENT GOUGING 
: . 


Curran Says Increase” in _Construc- 
tion Must Continue if Rates 
Are to Come Down, 


Plans have been filed for houses to 
accommodate. 13,279 families in the five 
borou since Feb. 25, when the Tax 
Exemption Ordinance went into effect, 
according to reports compiled by the 
Building Bureau and made public yes- 
terday by Henry H. Curran, Borough 
President. of Manhattan. He said the 
Plans had filed at a rate of pros- 
pective accommodations for 1,000 fami- 
lies a week. - 

The increase was 157 per cent. over 
the corresponding period in 1920, when 
reek were filed for buildings, to house 
171 families. 

While the number. of apartments 
planned has taken .4 sudden jump,’’ Mr. 
Curran said, ‘the .most encouraging 
feature, to me, of the building that is 
over town is the great 
number of one and two family houses 
that are under way. 

‘Of the 13,279 families provided for 
in the last three months, 7,559 families 
will live in the little houses and 5,720 
in artments. That means a substan- 
tial increase in the number of New York 
families who own their own homes. The 
more. we can have of these little houses, 
where people can go upstairs to bed 
and downstairs to breakfast, and’ begin 
to live like human beings instead of 
cliffdwellers, the better off we shall be. 

“The only way to stop rents from 
going up again is to keep on buitding. 
Rents will stop going up when enough 
new houses have gone .but not be- 
fore. The pace that tax exemption has 
set—1,000 families a week—must be me 
means more money, at reasonable rates 
of interest. The estimated cost of these 
13,000 new homes is a little over $63,- 
000,000. Such a total means that, while 
there .-has been profiteering in’ some 
quarters, there must be somebody 
around town who is lending money for 
new homes at decent rates. The hous- 
ing shortage is not yet over.”

TOKIO, June 4: (Associated Press).— 
Omsk has been captured by anti-Bol- 
shévist forces, and the Bolsheviki are 
withdrawing ‘toward Tobolsk, according 
to semi-offictal reports from Siberia. 
{Omsk is in Western Siberia, about 
2,800 miles from Viadivostok]. 

Other dispatches received here tell of 
a revolutionary movement in Ekaterin- 
burg {on the Asiatic side of the Ural 
Mountains], while advices from Jap- 
anese sources report that an insurrec- 
tion which broke out recently in Mos- 
cow was suppressed with difficulty with 
the assistance of communist sailors from 
Petrograd. The situation in Moscow is 
described as still serious. 

The latest advices from Vladivostok 
declare that the Kappell army prevented 
General Semenoff, the anti-Bolshevist 
leader, from landing there. Guards 
were placed on the docks, and simul- 
taneously several members of Semen- 
off’s self-styled Cabinet were placed 
under arrest.. These followers of Sem- 
enoff had proceeded to ‘Vladivostok from 
Harbin to support the cause of which 
he, was to be the head. 

The foreign Consuls informally voted 
that until the population had an oppor- 
tunity to decide the form of government 
it desired General Semenoff should not 
be permitted to land.

HARDING PEACE PLAN 
PUZZLES THE FRENCH 


They Cannot See That His As- 
sociation Differs Much From 
Present League. 


POINT TO REAL CONTROL 


Powers That Comprise the Supreme 
Council Also Head the 
League Council.

PARIS, June 5.—Official Paris is more 
or less puzzled by reports from the 
United States that President Harding 
will propose that upon the Allied Su- 
preme Council be built a new associa- 
tion of nations. As this proposal is 
understood here, .the Allicd’ Council 
would replace the Executive Council of 
the League, and representatives of the 
nations would be called to a conference 
which would replace the Assembly of 
the League of Nations.

Those who did not see ‘‘ A: Voice i

Fature Course of ichenge. 

It rests with the Reparations Com- 
mission to designate the centres at 
which the German payments shall be 
made, but previous experience has 
shown the exchange position to have 
been carefully manipulated by our 
Government when making remittances 
to America, and similar care is ex- 
pected in its future direction of the 
German payments. _Even now, it is 
still believed in London that sterling 
may again touch the $4 rate, but 
hopes are not running high for its 
maintenance when the Autumn pay- 
ments for American grain and cotton 
begin to fall due.

Scope of Germany’s Remittances, 


As a matter of fact, the German Gov- 
ernment will not wait until these pay- 
ments fall due before providing the 
necessary remittances. That is being 
done by degrees, as the’ funds become 
available .and according to the possi- 
bilities of the exchange market. Trans« 
‘fer of these funds has already begun. 
In the case of the first 150,000,000 the 
German Government .was required to 
transfdr to New York all funds held for 
that account on other European 
markets; but this will be unnecessary 
in the future, as the Reparations Com- 
mission is making arrangements to ac- 
cept payment in sterling, francs, or any 
other currency which would be con- 
venient to the allied powers to whom 
the German payments are to be made. 

It is said that the French Treasury 
will accept payments in francs for large 
amounts. Such an arrangement would 
obviate the double transfer of funds, 
from Paris to New York and then vice 
vefsa. Germany will) however, have 
large payments to effect in New York; 
for although the French Treasury \has; 
now in America funds almost sufficient 
for its full requirements during. the 
present year, the same can not be said 
ef other countries, more especially. of 
England, which will probably ask for 
payment in dollars. That being so, Ger- 
many will to that extent have to trans- 
fer to the United States money owing 
her in other countries for goods sold or 
for any other reason, and this may 
cause a further movement of exchange 
in such countries in favor of New York. 

Supposing, for instance, that the Ger- 
man Government should sell Dutch 
florins in New York, dollars would have 
a tendency to rise in Amsterdam. If, 
on the other hand, transfers are made 
through pale “of. marks, “then German 
exchange would itself depreciate. So 
far as concerns French exchange, there 
is less prospect of depreciation, because 
a large proportion, if not the whole, of 
the funds held by, Germany in France 
will be taken over direct by the French 
Treasury. 

The Deposits at New York. 


Taking everything into consideration, 
Germany’s payments would appear. to 
tend principally to cause a drop in mark 
exchange on all markets. ‘It might also 
upset temporarily other currencies. But 
when all has been said, the payments 
which will be made by the allied Gov- 
ernments in New York or elsewhere with 
money supplied by Germany will not ex- 
ceed those which they would have had 


to make out of their own resources. At 
most, these payments might cause a 
slight rise in the dollar rate,, but even 
then only to the extent: that Germany 
could not obtain in New York the same 
credits as those which the allied Gov- 
ernments would have ‘obtainéd fa order 
to meet their engagements. 

To sum the matter up, it does not 
seem likely that in the long run the 
exchanges will be seriously upset by Ger- 
many’s payments. The Reparations 
Commission will not have to. disburse 
the amount of the first coupon on the 
German bonds until July 15, so that 
Germany’s payments will be held until 
that -date-by the commission. It has 
been announced here that funds received 
up to date have been deposited at New 
York in the name of the Bank of Eng- 
land and the Bank of France; but so 
far as is known, no decision ‘has yet 
been arrived at as to even the tempo- 
rary employment of this money.
